SCHOOL  REPORT. 


One  of  our  School  Suprintendents,  who  went  to  his  long 
home,  some  years  ago,  said  : 

"  Another  year  of  the  school  history  of  our  town  has 
passed.  Any  record  of  it  must  necessarily  be  brief  and 
imperfect.  As  in  the  flow  of  quiet  waters,  there  is  little  in  the 
course  of  such  a  history  to  attract  public  attention  and  remark, 
though  the  results  are  most  important  and  wide-reaching. 
Next  to  the  influence  of  home,  are  those  of  the  school  in 
giving  inspiration  and  directions  to  those  immortal  powers, 
which  are  the  inheritance  of  every  child  ;  and  which,  to  the 
child  and  to  others,  work  incalculable  weal  or  woe,  according 
to  their  early  shaping  or  development.  No  town  can  there- 
fore feel  too  deep  an  interest  in  the  educational  influences 
which  mould  its  youth,  or  care  too  sedulously  that  they  are  of 
the  highest  possible  order  and  excellence." 

Our  schools  are  never  all  we  would  have  them,  but  we 
cannot  expect  to  have  perfect  teachers  and  scholars,  when 
parents,  and  even  the  School  Board  have  never  yet  attained 
that  point  themselves.  However,  we  think  that  on  the  whole, 
our  schools  have  been  as  good  as  the  average.  We  think 
some  of  our  scholars  leave  school  too  early.  If  they  cannot 
go  out  of  town  to  school,  it  is  more  important  that  they  should 
attend  the  home  school  longer.  Only  a.  few  years  ago  scholars 
from  eighteen  to  twenty,  and  even  older  than  that,  were  seen 
in  our  schoolrooms  in  the  winter.      Now,  some   of   them  think 
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they  know  all  there  is  to  be  known,  by  the  time  the  law  will 
allow  them  to  remain  away.  This  is  all  a  mistake.  Our  teachers 
now  are  just  as  capable  of  teaching  advanced  scholars  as  they 
were  then  and  enjoy  having  them  in  the  schoolroom.  Then 
do  not  stay  at  home  because  you  think  you  are  too  old  or 
know  too  much.  We  are  never  too  old  to  learn.  There  is 
knowledge  beyond  us  all. 

Our  roll  of  honor  is  not  quite  up  to  last  year  ;  partly  on 
account  of  sickness,  and  partly  on  account  of  a  heavy  snow- 
storm the  first  of  the  winter  term.  We  hope  it  may  be  better 
another  year. 

Some  criticisms  have  reached  our  ears  in  regard  to  the 
condition  of  the  blinds  on  one  of  our  schoolhouses.  We  admit 
they  needed  looking  after,  and  commenced  in  the  early  spring 
to  have  it  done,  but  before  we  could  get  the  missing  ones  put 
in  shape,  others  had  broken,  so  that  now  they  are  about  as 
good  as  they  were  when  we  commenced  repairing.  Hope 
another  spring  may  see  those  repairs  completed. 

Mrs.  Jones  resigned  early  in  the  school  year,  and  left 
town  after  part  of  the  teachers  were  engaged,  and  as  there  was 
nothing  out  of  the  regular  order  of  business,  the  other  mem- 
bers have  carried  on  the  work  without  filling  the  vacancy. 

The  same  teachers  were  kept  through  the  year,  except  in 
two  cases,  where  they  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term, 
and  could  not  be  persuaded  to  withdraw  their  resignations,  so 
new  ones  must  be  found  for  the  five  or  six  weeks  of  winter 
school. 

On  account  of  sickness,  only  one  of  the  members  was 
able  to  be  present  at  the  close  of  the  winter  schools,  but  we 
think  that  taken  as  a  whole,  very  good  work  has  been  clone. 
Hoping  that  still  better  work  may  be  done  another  year,  we 
close  our  report.
